M. Peter, as one fomewhat fevere of nature, faid 
plainliec, that the Rodde onelie, was the ſuorde, that 
mutt keepe, the Schole in obedience, and the Scholerin 

oodorder. M. MWotton,aman milde of nature, with 
oft voice, and fewe wordes, inclined to M. Secretaries 
iudgement, and faid, in mine opinion, the Scholehoufe 


fhould be in deede, as itis called by name, the houfe of 


playe and pleafure, and not of feare and bondage : and 
as I do remember, fo faith Socrates in one place of Plate. 
And therefore, ifa Rodde carie the feare of a Sworde, it 
is no maruell, if thofe that be fearefull of nature, chofe 
rather to forfake the Plaie, than to ftand alwaies with- 
in the feare of 4 Sworde in 4 fonde mans handling. 
M. Maſon, after his maner, was verie merie with both 
parties , pleafantlie playing , both , with the threwde 
touches of many courfte boyes, and with the fmall dif- 
cretion of many leude Scholemafters . M. Haddon 
was fullie of M. Peters opinion, and faid, that the beft 


Scholemafter of our time, was the greateft beater , and 


named thePerfon. Though, quoth I, it was his good 
fortune, to fend from his Schole, vnto the Vniuerſitie, 
one of the beft Scholers in deede of all ourtime, yet 
wife men dothinke , that that came foto paffe, rather, 
by the great towardnes of the Scholer,than by the great 
beating of the Mafter : and whether this be true or no, 
you your felfeare beftwitnes . Ifaid fomewhat —

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in the matter, how and whie, yong children, were foner 
allured by loue, than driuen by beating, to atteyne 
learning : wherein I was the bolder to fay my 
minde , bicaufe M. Secretarie curteflie prouoked me 
thereunto : or elfe, in fuch à companie, and namelie in 
his przfence, my wonte is ,to be more willing, to vſe 
mine cares, than to occupie my tonge. 
Syr Waker eMildmaye, M. eA fley, and the reſt, ſaid 
veric litle : onelie Syr R sch: Seckusl, {aid nothing atall.

Philp of Macedonie. Syr Rich.Sackaile came vp fone af 
ter : and finding mein hir Maiefties priuie chamber, he 
tooke me by the hand, & carying me to 4 windoe, ſaid, - 
M. Aſchaw, would not for 4 good deale of monic, cation teh 
hane bene, this daie,abfent from diner. Where,though %e Bathes 
I faid nothing, yet I gaue as good eare, and do * Lobe og 
aswell the taulke , that pa ed , as any one did there. 
M. Secretaric faid very wifely,and moſt truely that ma- 
ny yong wittes be driuen to hate learninge, before th 
know whatlearninge is. Ican be good witnes to this 
my felfe : Ford fond Scholematter, before I was fullie 
fourtene yeare olde,draue me fo,with feare of beating, 
from all louc of learninge,as nowe, when I know, what 
difference itis, to haue learninge, and to haue litle, or 
‘ pone atall, Ifeele it my greatett greife, and finde it m 
ateft hurte, that euercame to me, that it was my fo 
Ul chance, to light vpon folewde à Scholemafter. But 
ſeing it is but in vain, to lament thinges pafte , and alfo 
wifdome to looke to thinges to cum, furely , God wil- 
linge, if God lend melife , Iwill make this my mifhap, 
fome occafion of good hap, tolitle Rebert Sacksile my 
fonnes fonne.

We had than farther taulke togither, of bringing vp 
of children ; of the nature, of quicke, and hard wittes: 
of the right choice of a good witte : of Feare, and loue 
inteachinge children . We paffed from children and 
came to yonge men,namely,lentlemen : we taulked of 
their to moch libertie, to liue as they luſt: of their let. 
ting loufe to fone, to ouermoch experience of ill, con- 
traric to the good order of many good olde common 
welthes of the Perfians and Grekes : of witte gathered, 
and good fortune gotten, by fome , onely by experi- 
ence, without learning. And laftlic,he required of me 
verie earneftlic, to fhewe, what Ithought of the com- 
mon goinge of Englithe men inta Italie . But, fayth he, 
bicaufe this place, and this tyme, will not ſuffer fo long 
| taulke,as thefe good matters require , therefore I pray 

you, at my requeft, and at your Ieyfure, put in fome or- 
der of writing , the cheife pointes of this our taulke, 
concerning, the right order of teachinge, and honeftie 
of liuing, forthe good bringing vp of children & yong 
men. And furelie, befide contentinge me , you hall 
both pee and profit verie many others . Imade fome 
excufe by lacke of habilitic ,and weakenes of bodies 
well,fayth he,I am not now to learne,what you can do. 
Our deare frende, good M. Goodricke, whofe iudgement 
I could well beleue , did once for all, fatiffie me fullie 
therein. Againe, Iheard you fay, not long agoe, that 

you may thanke Syr John Cheke, for all the learninge you ~ 
ane:And I know veric well my felfe,that you did teach 
the Quene. And therefore feing Gou did fo bleffe you, 
: —— ta 
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to make you the Scholer of the beft Mafter,and alfo the | 


Scholematter of the beft Scholer, that euer were in our 
tyme, furelic ,you thould pleafe God, benefite your 
countrie , & honeft your owne name, ifyou would take 
the paines, to impart to others, what you learned of 
foch a Matter , and how yetaught ſoch à ſcholer. And, 
in vetcring the ftuffe ye receiued of the one, in decla- 
ring the orderye tooke with the other, ye fhall never 
" Jacke , neither matter ,nor maner , what to write , nor 
how to write in this kinde of Argument. 
I beginning fome fartherexcufe , fodeintie was cal- 
led tocum tothe Queene. The night following,I flept 
_ litle, my head was {o full of this our former taulke, and 
Ifo mindcfull fomewhat to fatiffie the honeft requeft of 
fo deare à frend. Ithcughtto prepare fomelitie trea- 
tife for a Newycares gift that Chriftmas.But,as it chan- 
ceth to bufie builders , fo, in building thys my poore 
Schalehoufe(the rather bicaufe the forme ofit is fome- 
what new , and differing from others ) the worke rofe 
dailic higher and wider, than I thought it would at the 
beginninge. : 
And though it appeare now, and bein verie deede, 
but 2 {mall cotage,poore for the ftuffe,and rude for the 
workemanfhip , yetin going forward , I found the fite 
fo good, as Iwas lothe to giue it ouer , but the making 


fo coftlie, outreaching my habilitie ,as many tymes i - 


withed,that fome one of thofe threc, my deare frendes, 
with full purfles, Syr Tho.Smithe, M. Haddon, or M.Wat- 
fon, had had the doing of it. Yet, neuertheleffe, Imy 
felfe, fpending gladlie that litle, that I gatte at home by 
good Syr John Cheke, and that that I borrowed abroad 
of my frend Sturmius, befide fomewhat that was leftme 
in Reuerfion by my olde Matters, Plato, efristotle, and 
Cicero ,Thaue at laft patched it vp, asI could ,and as 
you fee. Ifthe matter be meane , and meanly handled,

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than this poore Scholehoufe of mine, Weftminfter Hall 
can beare fome witneffe, befide moch weakenes of bo- 
die, but more trouble of minde, by fomefoch fores , as 
greue me to toche them my felfe , and therefore I pur- 
pote not to open them to others. And, in middes of 
outward iniurics , and inward cares, to encreafe them 
withall, good Syr R sch.Sackusle dieth, that worthic Ien- 
tleman : That earneft fauorer and furtherer of Gods 
true Religion : That faithfull Seruitor to his Prince and 
Countrie : A louer of learning, & all learned men: Wife 
in all doinges : Curteffe to all perfons : thewing ſpite to 
none : doing good to many : and as I well found,to me 
fo fafta frend, as I neuer loft the like before. Whan he 
was gone, my hart was dead. There was not one, that 
woare a blacke gowne for him,who caried a heuicr hart 
for him,than I. Whan he was gone , I caft this booke 
awaie: Icould notlooke vpon it,but with weping eyes, 
in remembring him,who was the onelie fetter on,to do 
it, and would haue bene, not onelie 4 glad commender 
of it, but alfo à fure and certaine comfort, tome and 
mine, for ic. Almoft two yeares togither , “his booke 
lay {cattered,and negleéted, and had bene quite giuen 
ouer of me, ifthe goodneffe of one had not giuen me 
fome life and ſpirite againe .

In which three waies, 1 74" “"70¥s 
praic God, my poore children may diligently waulke: 7% "™" 
for whofe {ake,as nature moued , and reafon — 
and neceſſitie alſo ſomewhat compelled, I was the wil- 
linger to take thefe paines. 
For, feing at my death, Iam not like to leaue them a- 
ny great ftore of liuing , therefore in my life time, I 
thought good to bequeath vnto thé,in this litle booke, ° 
asin my Will and Teftament, the right waie to good 
learning : which if they followe, with the feare of God, 
they fhall verie well cum to fufficiencie ofliuinge. 
I withe alfo, with all my hart, that yong M.R 9b.Sack- 
sille, may take that fruéte of this labor, that his worthie 
Grauntfather purpofed he fhould haue done: Andif 
any other do take ,cither proffet , or pleafure hercby, 
they haue caufeto thanke M. Robert Sackuslle,for whom 
fpeciallie this my Scholemafter was prouided. 
And one thing I would haue the Reader confider in 
readinge this booke, that bicaufe,no Scholemaſter hath 
charge ofany childe, before he enter into hys Schole, 
therefore Ileauing all former care, of their good bring-

before . Andbeing onsinglutted with banitie , be twill 
freight way loth all learning , andall god counfcll to the 
fame.andthe parentes fo: all their great coſt and charge, 
reape onelic in the end, the frute of gricf and care. 

his euill ,is not conmmonto pore men. as God will 
hauc it, but proper to riche and great mens childzen, as they 
pefcruc it . In deede from feucn, to feuentene, yong tentles | 
men commonlie be carefullie enough bought vp: But from 
feuentenc to ſeuen and twentie (the moſt dangerous tyme 
of alla mans life, and mof flipperic to fap well in) thep 
haue conmiontie the reigne of all licens in thetr otone hand, 
and (peciallie foch as de line in the Court. And that which is 
moft to be merueledat,commontlie , the wiſeſt and alfo bef 
men / be found the fondeft fathers in this bebalfe.

An other propertic of this our Engliſh Italians is,to be 
meraclous fingular in all their matters ; Singular in 
knotvledge,ignozant of nothyng: So fingular in wiſedome 
(in their owne opinion)as ſcarſe they counte the belt Coun 
ſelloꝛ the Pꝛince bath, comparable with them : Common 
bifcourfers of all matters ; bufic (earchers of moſt (ecret af- 
faires:open flatterers of great men: prinic millikers of god 
sen: Faire ſpeakers, with (miling countenaces, and much 
-curteffie opentie to all men. Ready bakbiters , ſoꝛe nippers, 
and (pitefull repozters pꝛiuilie of godmen . Andbepng 
brought op in Italic, in fome free Citie , as all Cities be 
there; tobere aman may frelie diſcourſe again what be 
Will againſt whom be luſt:againſt any Pꝛince, agaynit any 
gouernement, pea again Ood him felfe,and bis tobole Res 
ligion : where be maft be, either Guelphe 03 Gibiline, eb 
ther French 02 Spaniih : and alwayves compelicd to be of 
fome partic, of ſome faction , he hail neuer be compelled to 
be of any Religion : Andifbe medle net ouer mach with 
Chrittes true Beligion,be hall bauc free libertic to embꝛace 
all Religions, and becum, if be lutt at once , without any let 
oꝛ puniſhment, Jewiſh, Turkiſh, Papiſh, and Deuilliſh.

the ſteppes of the beſt Auto, like inuention of Argus 
mentes, like order in difpofition, like btterance in Clocutis 
on, ts eafelie gathered bp: whereby your {choler hall be 
bought not onelic to like cloquence, but alfo, to alltrcwe 
vnderſtanding and right tudgement, both foz tuziting and 
fpeaking. And where Dionyf. Halicarnaffeus bath wette 
ten two ercellent bakes, the one, de delectu optimorum ver- 
borum, the which, J feare, is loft, the other, of the right fras 
ming of wordes and fentences, tohich doth remaine yet in 
Greeke, to the great proffet of all thent, that trewlie ſtudie 
fo2 eloquence, yet this waie of double tranflating, thall 
boing the whole p2otfet of both thefe bokes to a diligẽt fcho- 
ler, and that eafelte and plcafantlie, both fo2 fitte choice of 
woꝛrdes, andapt compofition of fentences, And by theis aus 
thorities and reafons am 3 moned to thinke, this waie of 
vouble tranflating, cither onelie oꝛ chieflie, to be ote fo3 
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the ſpedy and perfit atteyning of any tong.dnd fo2 ſpedy ate 
tepning,J dart benture a gad wager, tf a (choler,in whom 
isaptnes,loue,diligence, ¢ contancic, would but tranflate, 
after this forte, one litle bake in Tullie, as de ſeucctute, with 
two Cpittles,the firlt ad O . fra: the other ad lentalum, the 
latt ſaue one, in the firft boke,that (choler 3 fay, ould cum

Pruffzus,that wife Philofopher,¢ ercellet oꝛatoꝛ of all his 
tyme, did cum to the great learning ¢ btterance that was in 
bint, by reading and folotving onelie two bakes, Phædon 
Platonis,and Demotthenes moft notable ozation wep: xu- 
pampioGcics. Anda better, and nerer erample berein, may 
be, our moft noble Queene Elizabeth, who never toke pet, 
@reeke no2 Latin Grammer in ber hand, after the firſt de⸗ 
clining ofa nowne and a verbe, but onely by this double 
tranfating of Demotthenes and Ifocrates dailie without 
mifing cuerie fozenone, and liketwiic fom part of Tullie 
euery afternone, fo2 the {pace of a peare 02 two, bath ats 
teyncd to ſoch a perfite vnderſtanding in both the tonges, 
and tofoch-arcadic vtterance of the latin, and that wyth 
ſoch a iudgement, as thep be fetve in nomber in boththeb’ @ 
niucrfitics, 02 els tobere in Cngland, that be, in both 
tonges, comparable with ber Paickie.

And therfore all quick inuentors,¢ readie faire fpeakers, 
mutt be carefull, that, to their godnes of nature, thep adde 
alfo in any wiſe, ſtudie, labo, leafure,learning,and tudges 
ment,anbd than they thall in deede, paſſe all otber,as 3 knoty 
fome do, in whome all thofe qualities are fullie planted, 07 
elfe if they gine oner moch to their Witte, and ouer litle to 
their labo and learning, thep will fonett ouer reach in 
taulke, and fardeit cum bebinde in writing whatſoeuer 
they take inband. The methode of Epitome is mott necefe

ther, ye (peake not pour felfc: and whome ye onelie beare, 
of them ye onelie learne. 

And therefoze, if ye would fpeake as the belt and wiſeſt 
bo, ye mutt be conuerfant, where the bef and wiſeſt are:but 

il vow be boꝛne 02 brought bp ina rude contrie, pe thall not 

. chofe but ſpeake rudelie:the rudett man of all knoweth this 
to be trewe. 

: - Pet neuerthclefle, the rudenes of common and mother 
tonges, ts no bar fo2 wife fpeaking. Foꝛ in the rudeſt cons 
trie, and moſt barbarous mother language, many be found 
can (peake verie wifelie: but inthe Greeke and latin tong, 
fhe two onelie learned tonges, which be kept, not in coms 
mon taulke, but in priuate bokes, we finde alwayes, wil⸗ 
dome and eloquence, god matter and god btterance, nener 
oꝛ ſeldom a fonder, #02 all foch Authors, as be fullett of gad 
matter and right indgement in doctrine, be likewiſe als 
wares, molt proper in wordes, molt apte in fentence,mok 
plaine and pure in bttering the fame, 

And contraritwife, in thofe two tonges, all Wwiters, eb 
ther in Religion, 02 any fect of Philofophie , who fo euer be 
founde fonde in iudgement of matter, be commonlie found 
as rude in dttering their mpnbde. Foꝛ Stoickes, Anabap- 
tiſtes, and jFriers:Wwith Cpicures, Libertines and Ponkes, 
being moft like in learning and life, are no fonder and pers 
nicious in their opinions, than they be rnde and barbarous 
in their weitinges. They be not toile, therefore that fay, 
What care J foz a mans woꝛdes and btterance, if bis mat: 
ferandreafonsbe gad. Soch men, fay fo, not fo moch of 
ignoꝛante, as eyther of fome fingular pꝛide in themfclues, 
92 fome fpeciall malice of other, 02 fo2 fome pꝛiuate € perct- 
all matter, cither in %cligion o2 other kinde of learning. 
Foꝛ god and choice meates, be no moze requifite fo2 helthte 


bodies, than pꝛoper and apte woꝛdes be fo2 god matters, 
D.it and 
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andalfo plaine andfenfible btterance fo. the bef and des 
pett reafons: in which two pointes ſtandeth perfite elos 
quence , one of the faireft andrareft giftes that God doth 
gene to man. 

Ve know not, what burt yc do fo learning, that care not 
ſoꝛ woꝛdes, but for matter, and fo make a deuorſe betwirt 
the tong and the hart. $02 marke all aiges: loke bpon the 
whole courfe of both the Orake and Latin tonge, and pe 
thal! ſurelie finde, that, tohan apte and god woꝛdes began 


tobe neglected, and properties of thoſe tivo tonges to be“ 


confounded, than alfo began, tll decdes to (pring : ftrange 
manersto oppreffe gad o2ders, neve and fond opinions to 
Trine with olde and trewe doctrine , fir in Pbilofophie: 
anbdafter in Religion: right iudgement of all thinges to be 


perucrted, and fo bertue Wwith learning is contemned, and - 


ſtudie left ofcof ill thoughtes cummeth peruerfe iudgement: 
of ill deedes fpringeth lewde taulke. Which fower mifos 
berg, as thep mar mauslife, fodeftroy they gad learning 
withall. 

Wut behold the godneſſe of Gods prouidence ſor lear⸗ 
ning: all olde authoꝛs and ſectes of Philoſophy, which were 
fondeft in opinion, andrudeft tn btterance, as Stoickes 
and Cpicures, fir contemned of wiſe men, and after fox 
gotten of all men,be fo conſumed by tymes,as they be now, 
not onelie ont of bfe, but alfo out of memoꝛie of man: which 
thing, J furelie thinke, will ſhortlie chance, to the whole 
dodrine andall the bokes of phantatticall Anabaptiftesand 
Friers, andof the beallie Libertines and Ponkes, 

Againe behotd on the other five, how Gods wiſdome 
bath wꝛought, that of Academici and Peripaterici, thofe that 
Were wile in iudgement ef matters, and purett in bites 
ring their myndes, the firf anv chiefett, that wꝛote moft 
and beſt, in cither tong, as Plato and Ariftotlein Oreke, 
Tullie in Latin, be fo either tholic,o2 fuffictently left bn 
to bs, as J neucr knew yet (choler, that gauc himſelfe to 


like, and lone, and foloty chicflie thole thre Authors but he 


proued 
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pꝛoued, both learned, wife, and alfo an boneft man, ifbe 
topned with all the trewe doctrine of Gods bolic Wibie, 
without the Which, the other thee, be but fine edge toles in 
a fole 0: mad mans band, 

Mut to returne to Jmitation agayne: Shere be thee 
kindes of it in matters of learning. 

She whole doctrine of Comedics and Tragedies, isa 

/ perfite station, 02 faire liuelie painted picture of the life of 
euerie Degree of man. Df this /m:tation Wwaꝛiteth Plato at 
large in 3.de‘Rep but tt doth not moch belong at this time 
to our purpofe, 

The fecond kind of /m:tution, is to folow fo2 learning of 
tonges and (ciences, the beſt autho2s. Pere rifcth,emonges 
pꝛoude and enuious wittes, a great controuerſie, whether, 
one o2 many are to be folotucd: and if one, tubo is that one: 
Seneca, 03 Cicero: Saluft o2 Czfar, and fo forth in Greeke 
and Latin. 

The third kinve of /mitation, betongeth te the ſecond:as 

, When pou be determined, whether pe twill foloty one 02 mo, 

' fa know perfitlie, and which tay to folotv that one : in 
what place: by what meane and oder : by tubat tales and 
infrumentes pe thall doit, by what (hill anbdindgement, 
ve fhall trewelie difcerne, twbcther pe folow rightlic o2 no. 

This Imitatio, is diſimilis materei fimilis trattatio: and 
alſo, fimilis materei difitmslis trattatio , a8 Virgill folowed 
Homer: but the Argument te the one was Viviles, to the 
other Aneas. Tullie perfecuted Antonie with the fame 
red of eloquéce,that Demoithenes bled before again 

ilippe. 

Horace foloweth Pindar, buteither of them bis owne 
Argument and Perfon : asthe one, Hicro king ef Sicilie, 
the other Auguſtus the Cmperoꝛ:and pet both fo; like res 
fpectes, that is, fo2 their coragtous ſtoutnes in twarre, and 
tut government in peace. 

Dne of the bett eramples, fo2 right Iwitation we lackey 
and that is Menander, whom onr Terence, (asthe matter 

Diy. requis 
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required) in ike argument, in the fame Perſons, with es 
guall eloquence, ſote by fote did folow. 

Somt peeces remaine, like broken Jewelles, whereby 
men may rightlie eſteme, and iuſtlie lament,the loſſe of the 
whole. 

Erafouus, the ogxnament oflearning, in our tyme, doth 
with that fom man of learning and diligence, would take 
the like paines in Demofthenes and Tullie, that Macro- 
bius bath Bone in Homer and Virgill, that is, to wꝛite out 
aid topne together, where the one doth imitate the other. 
Erafmus, wife is gad, but furelie, it is not gwd enough: 
foꝛ Macrobius gatherings fo2 the encodos out of Homer, 
and Eobanus Heflus moe diligent gatherings fo2 the Bu- 
colikes out of Theocritus, asthey be not fullie taken out 
ofthe whole heape, as they fhould be, but euen as though 
thep bad not fought fo2 them of purpofe, but folond them 
{catered bere and there by chance in their way, euen fo,ones 
lie to point out,and nakeblic to iopne togither their ſenten⸗ 
ces, with no farder declaring the maner and way, bow the 
ane doth folow the other, were but a colde belpc, -to the ens 
creafe of learning, 

Mut ifa man would take this paine alfo, tuban be bath 
layd tivo places,of Homer and Virgill,o2 of Demofthenes 
and Tullie togither,te teach plaintie e withall, after thisfozt. 

1.Tullie retepneth thus moch of the matter , thies fens” 

tences, thics wordes: 

2, This and that be leaueth out, which be doth wittelie 
to this end and purpofe. 

3. This he addeth bere. 

4. his he viminitheth there. 
— 5. This he oꝛdereth thus, with placing that here, not 
there. 

6, This he altereth anvchangeth, either, tn propertic 
of wordes, in forme of fentence,in ſubſtance of the matter, 
02 in one, o2 other conuenient circnmfance of the autho:s 
peefent purpoſe. Xn thies felve rude Crglith woꝛdes, are 
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wrapt vp all the neceſſarie toles and inftrumentes, where⸗ 
with trewe Imitation i rightlie wꝛought withall in any 

tonge. TAbich toles, Jopenlie conteſſe, be not of mpne 
owne forging, but partlie left onto me by the cunnigett 
Patter,and one of the worthieſt Jentlemen that cucr Ong⸗ 

land bzed, &p2 Iohn Cheke: partelie bozowed by me out of 
the ſhoppe of the deareſt frende J haue out of England, Io. 

St. Ans therefore J am the bolder to boꝛow of him, and bere 

to leaue them to other, and namelic to mp Childꝛen: which 
tales, if it pleafe Ood, thatan other day, thep may be able 

to bfe rightlie, as Jdo wiſh and daylie pray, they map do, J 

thal be moze glad, than if J were able tolcauc them a great 
quantitie of land, 

This fozefaide oꝛder and doctrine of /miration, would 
boing forth moze learning, and breed vp trewer indgement, 
than any other erercife that can be bfcd,but not fo2 pong bes 

’ ginners, bicaufe they thall not be able to confider dulic thers 
of, And tretwelie, it may be afhame to gad Tudentes whe 
hauing fo faire eramplesto folotv, as Plato and Tullic, do 
not ble fo wiſe wayes in folowing them fo2 the obtepning of 
fwifdome andlearning, as rude ignoꝛant Artificers do, ſoꝛ 
gayning a {mall commoditie.Foꝛ (urelie the meaneſt pains 
ter bfeth moze witte, better artc, greater diligence, in bys 
ſhoppe, infolowing the Picure of any meane mans face, 
than commonlie the bef fudentes do, cucn in the vniuer⸗ 
fitie, foꝛ the atteining of learning it felfe. ; 

Some ignorant , bnlearned , and tole ſtudent: 02 fome 
bufie loker bpon this litle poze boke, that bath neither twill 
to do god him ſelfe, nor Chill fo tudge right of others, but can 
luſtelie contemne,by pzide andignozance , all painfull dili⸗ 
gence and right o2der in ſtudy, will perchance fay,that J am 
to peecife , to curious , in marking and pitcling thus about 
the imitation ofothers: and that the old woꝛthie Autho2s 
bid neuer buffe their heades and Wwittes,in folowyng fo pres 
cifclie, either the matter what other men weote, 02 els the 
maner how other men wrote . They will fay, it tocre a 
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plaine ſlauerie, ¢ iniurie to,to thakkle and tye a god Witte, 
and hinder the courfe of a mas gwd nature with fuck bondes 
offeruitude,in folowyng other. 

Creept foch men thinke them fclucs wiſer then Cice- 
ro foꝛ teaching of cloquence , they muſt be content te turne 
anew leafe. 

The beſt boke that cuer Tullie to20te , bp all mens 
tudgement , and by his owne teftimonie to, in wityng 
toherof, be employed moft care, ſtudie, learnyng and indges 
ment,is bis bake de Orat.adQ. F. Pow let vs lex, what 
- be did fo2 the matter,and alfo for the maner of wꝛiting thers 
of. $02 the whole bake confiltcth in thefc two pointes ones 
lie:3n god matter , and god handling of the matter . And 
firft , forthe matter , itis whole Ariftotles , what fo ener 
Antonie inthe fecond, and Craflus in the third both teach. 
Truſt not me,but beleue Tullie him felfe , who twiteth fo, 
firtt , in that godlie long Cpiftle ad P. Lentulum, and after 
in diuerſe places ad Atticum. And in the verie bake tt felfe, 
Tullic till not haue it hidden, but both Catulus and Craf- 
fus do oft and pleafantly lay that &elth to Antonius charge, 
Pow, foz the handling of the matter , was Tullie fo pꝛeciſe 
and curious rather tofollotw an other mans Paterne , than 
fo inuent fome new thape him felfe, namelie in that bake, 
wherin be purpofcd , to leaue to poſteritie, the glozie of his 
Witte 2 pea forſoth, that he did, And thisisnot my geſſing 
And gathering, noꝛ onelie performed bp Tullie in verie deed, 
but vttered alfo bp Tullie in plaine woꝛdes: to teach other 
men thereby , what thep ſhauld do, in taking like matter 
in hand. 

And that which is (pecially tabe marked, Tullic doth bts 
ter plainlie his conceit and purpofe therein , by the mouth 
of the twifeft man in all that companie: for ſapth Scruola 
him felfe, Cur non imitamur, Craſſe, Sot ratem illum, qui ell a 
Phædro Platonis &c. 

And furder to vnderſtand, that Tullie div not hiter and 
bichance, but purpoſelie and mindlullie bend hun — toa 
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precife and curious Imitation of Plato , concernyng the 
fhape and forme of thofe bakes, marke J pray pou , botv cus 
rious Tullic is to btter bis purpefe and bopng therein, wꝛi⸗ 
ting thusto Atticus. 


Quodin his Oratorys libris,quos tantopere laudas,per- 
Sonam defideras Scæuolæ, non cam temerè dimout: Se Peci 
idem, quod in aortas Dens ille nofter Plato , cumin Pira- 
eum Socrates venifvet ad Cephalum locnpletem & feftinum 
Senem,quoad primus tlle fermo haberetur , adest in diſpu- 
tando ſenex Deinde,cum ipſe quof commodiſſimè locutus 
eſſet, ad rem diuinã dicit fe velle difcedere , neg, poſtea re- 
uertitur. Credo Platonem vix putaſſe ſatis confonum fore, 
ſi hominem id atatis in tam longo ſermone diutius reti- 
nuiffer : Multo ego fatius hoc mihi canendum putaui in 
Scæuola, qui & atate & valetudine erat ea qua meminiſti, 
& his honoribus, vt vix [atis decorum videretur cum pla- 
ves dies effein Craßi Tuſculano. Et erat primi libri ferme 
non alienus 2 Scæuolæ fludys : reliqui libri rexvonoriay ha- 
bent,ut ſcis Huic ioculatoriæ difputationi fewem illum vt 
noras, intereſſe fant nolui. 

It Cicero had not opened hint ſelfe, and declared bys 
owne thought and doynges bercin,men that be idle, and ige 
nozant, andenuious of other mens diligence and well Dos 
inges , would haue ſwoꝛne that Tullie had neuer mynded 
any foch thing,but that ofa pꝛeciſe curiofitic , we fapne and 
fozge and father foch thinyes of Tullic , ashe neuer ment in 
deed. J waite this,not for nought:fo2 ¥ baue beard fome both: 
well learned, and otherwayes beric wife that by their luſtie 
mifltking of foch diligence, haue dꝛawen back the ſorward⸗ 
nes of berie gad wittes. But euen as ſuch men them fels 
ues , do fomctymes ftumble von doeng well by chance 
and bencfite of gad witte , fo would Jhaue our ſcholer als 
twayes able to do weill by order of learnyng and right fill 
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Concernyng Imitation, many learned men haue writs 
fen, with moch diuerfitie ſoꝛ the matter , and therfore with 
great contrarictic and fome fomacke amongef them fel 
ues. Jhaue rcadas many as J could get diligentlie , and 
wihat 3 thinke of euerie one of thet , 3 vill freelic fay my 
amypnde, With which fredome J tru gad men will beare, 
bicaufe it (hall tend to neither ſpitefull nor barmefall cons 
troucrfie, 

In Tullie, it is well touched , ſhoꝛtlie taught, not fullte 
declared by ent . in 2.de Orat : andaftertvard in Orat .ad 
Brutum,fo2 the liking and mifiking of Ifocrates : andthe 
contrarie iudgement of Tullic agaynſt Caluus, Brutus, and 
Calidius, de genere dicends dttico & Afiatice. 

Dioniſ. Halic mtgi pipaoeas.3 feare is lott : which Autho2, 
nert Ariftotle,Plato,and Tullie,ofall other , that weite of 
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deſerueth the nert prayſe and place. 
Quintilian twziteth of it,fhoztly e coldlie fo2 the matter, 
id hata and {pitefullie cnough , agapnt the Imitation of 
ule. 

Erafinus, bepng moze occupied in fpying otber mens 
faultes,than declaryng bis owne aduiſe, ts miftaken of ma⸗ 
ny, to the great burt of ſtudie, fo his authezitiefake. Foꝛ 
be witeth rightlie , righthe vnderſtanded: be and Longo- 
lius onelie differing in this , that the one ſeemeth to giue os 
uermoch, the other ouer litle,to him, tobom they both, best 
loued,and chiefly allowed of all other. 

Budzus in his Commentarics roughlie and obſcure⸗ 
lie , after his kinde of wꝛityng: andfo2 the matter , carped 
fombvbat out of the way in ouermuch mifliking the Imita⸗ 
tion of Tullie. 

Phil. Melan&thon,learneblie and tretulie. 

Camerarius largelp with a learned iudgement bat 
ſomewhat confufedly,and with ouer rough a file. 

Sambucus, largely , witha right iud geinent but forte 
what a crooked file, 
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Other hane tritten alfo,as Cortefius te Politian,and Corteſius 
that verie Well: Bem bus ad Picum a great deale better , but P. Bem. 
Ioan. Sturmius de Nebilitate literata, cy de Amiffa dicendi ra- bus. 
tione, farce bet of ail, in myne opinicn, that cuer toke this loan. Stur- 
matter tn hand.Foꝛ all the ref , declare chiefly this point, Mius. 
Whether one, 02 many, 02 all, are to be follotved ; but Stur- 
niius onelic hath moft learnedlie declared, tobo is to be fols 
lowed, what is to be followed, andthe bei point of all, by 
what wap ¢ order, trew Imitatiõ is rightlic to be erercifed, 

And although Scurmius herein dothfarre paſſe all other, 
vet bath be not ſo fullicand perfitelie done it ,as 3 do wiſhe 
be bad,and as J knot be could. Foꝛ though be hath pone it 
perfitelic for precept , pet bath be not done it perfitelic 
enongh fo crantple:twhich be did, neither fo2 lacke of fill, 
no2 by negligence,but of purpoſe, contéted with one oꝛ two 
eramples , bicaufe be was mynded in thofe tivo bakes , to 
wꝛite of it both ſhoꝛtlie, and alfo bab to touch other matters. 

Barthol.Rsccius Ferrarienfis alfo hath toitten learned 
lie,diligentlie and verie largelie of this matter euen as hee 
bid before berie well de Apparatu lingue Lat. Be woiteth the 
better in myne opinion, bicaufe bis whoie doctrine, iudges 
ewent,and order, femeth to be boꝛowed out of /o.Star. bakes, 

We addeth alfa cramples,the bett kinde of teaching: twberein 
be both well, but not well enough: tn pede, be commit⸗ 
teth no faulte,but yet, deferucth fmall pꝛaiſe. Be is content 
With the meanc , and followeth not the beſt:as a man, that 
would fade bpon Acornes, whan he may eate, as gov 
cheape, the fine tubcat bread. Pe teacheth fo2 erample, 
where and hotn , two 02 thꝛœ late Italian Poetes do follow 
Virgil:anbd boty Virgil him {clfe in the ſtoꝛie of Dido , doth 
wholie Imitate Catullusin thelike matter of Adriadna: 
Wherein J like better his diligence and order of teaching, 
than bis iudgemẽt in chotce of eraimples fo2 Imitation. ut, 
if be bad dene thus: tf he bad occlared tuberc and how, bow 
oft and bow many wares Virgil doth folow Homer, asfoz 
example the cõming of Vlyſſcs to Alcynous andCalypfo, 
Pit with 
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with the comming of Aneas fo Cartage and Dido: Likes 
wife the games running , tuzeftling, and thoting, that A- 
chilles makcth in Homer, bith the ſelfe fame games, that 
£neas maketh in Virgil: The harnefle of Achilles, with 
the barnetle of ncas, and the maner of making of them 
both by Vulcane: Whe notable combate betivirt Achilles 
and Hector, with as notable a combate bet wirt Æneas and 
Turmis. he going dotune to bell of Viyfles in Homer, 
With the going downe fo hell of Eneas in Virgil: and other 
placcs infinite mo, as fimilitudes, narrations, meffages, 
Bifcriptions of perſones, places, battels,. tempettes, thipe 
wꝛackes, and common places foꝛ diuerſe purpofes, which be 
as peccifely taken out of Homer, as euer did Painter in 
London follow the picure ofany faire perfonage. And whe 
thies places bad bene gathercd together by this way of dilis 
gence than to haue cenferred them together by this order of 
teaching as, diligently to marke what is kept and bled in 
either autho3, tn wozdes, in fentences, in matter: what is 
added: what ts left out: what oꝛdered otherwiſe, either pre- 
penendo, interponendo, 0} post ponendo: And what ts altered 
ſoꝛ any refped, in woꝛd, phꝛaſe, ſentence, figure, reafon, 
argument, 02 byanp wap of cireumfance : Ff Riccius bad 
bone this, he bad not onclp bene tell liked, fo2 bis diligence 
in teaching, but alfo iuftlie commended fo2 bis right iudge⸗ 
ment in right choice of eramples fo, the bet Jest ation. 


Riccius alſo tor Imitation of paofe declareth where and — 


. hot Longolius doth folciy Tullic, but as fozLongolius, 
J would not haue hint the patern of our /mitation. In Deedes 
tn Longolius ſhoppe, be proper and faire ſhewing colers, 
but as fo: ſhape, figure aitd naturall cumlines,by the iuoges 
ment of bet iudging artificers, he is rather allowed asone 
tobe borne twithall, than (peciallic commẽded, as one chiefs 
lie to be ſolowed. 

3f Riccius had taken fo2 bis exãples, where Tullie him 
felfe foloWeth either Plato 02 Demotthcnes he bad fhot 
than at the right marke. Wut to excuſe Riccius , — 
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though 3 catt not fullte defend bint, it may be fay, bis purs 
pofe nas, te teach onelic the Iatin tong, when thys wap 
that 3,30 toh, to toyne Virgil with Homer, to read Tullie 
With Demolthencs and Plato, requireth a cunning and 
perfite Patter in both the fonges, It is my wilh in ode, 
and that by god reafon: Foꝛ tubo fo euer will wꝛite well of 
any matter, muff labo? to expꝛeſſe that, that is perfitr, and 
not to ſtay any content himſelſe twith the meanc: yea, F fay 
farver, though it be not vnpoſible, pet it is berie rare, and 
meruclous barb, to proue ercellent in the Latintong, fo2 
bin that is not alfo well fene in the Greke tong. Tullie 
- him felfc, mof excellent of nature, moſt diligent tn labo, 
brought vy front bis cradle, in that palce, and in that tpmtey 
where a0 Whinthe Latin tong moſt florihednatargllic 
in euery mans mouth, pet was not bis owne tong able it 
felfe to niake him fo cunning in bis obbne tong, as be twas 
in deeds: but the knowledge and Jmitation of the Orake 
tong withall, 

This he confeteth himſelfe: this be vttereth in many 
places, as thole can tell beſt, that blete readbimimo®, 
Therefore thou 5 that choteſt at perfection in the atin 
tong, th:nke not thy felfe wiſer than Tullic was, in choice 
of tize way, that leadeth rightlie to the fame: thinke not thy 
witte better than Tullies was, as though that may feruc 
_ thee that was not fufficient for bint. Foꝛ eucn as a hauke 
\ lieth not bic with one wing ; euen fo. a man reacheth net te 

-ercellencp with one tong. 
¥ have bene aloker on in the Cokpit of learning thies 
matty peares: And one Cock onelie haue J knotone, which 
with one Wing , euen at thisday ,dcth pale all other, in 
myne opinion, that euer J falv tn any pitte in England, 
though they had two winges. Vet neucrthelefle, to flie well 
with one wing, to runne fal with one leg, be rather, rare 
Paiftreis moch to be meruclsd at, than fure eramples fafes 
lie to be folowed. A Wulhop that now ne a god man, 
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whofe iudgement in Keligion 3 better like, than bis opini⸗

to go Wwithall: (och, the bier they flie, the foner they falter 
and fail: the fatter thep runne, the ofter they ſtumble, and 
fozer they fall. Soch as will neves fo flie, may flie at a Pye, 
and catch a Dawe: And foch runners, as commonlie,thep 
Mhoue and ſholder to fand formoſt, pet in the end thep cum 
bebind shale € deferue but the bopihakles, if the Mafters 
of the game be right iudgers. 

Wherefore in perafing thus, fo many diuerſe bokes foz 
Imitation, it came into mp bead that a berie profitable bake 
wright be made de [msitatione, after an other {e2t, than ener 
yet Was attempted of that matter, contepning a certaine 
fetue fitte preceptes, vnto the tobich ſhould be gathered and 
apptied plentic of eramples, out of the choiſeſt autho2s of 
both the tonges. This woꝛke would ſtand, rather in ged di⸗ 
ligence,fo2 the gathering, and right iudgement fo the apte 
applying of thofe eramples: than any great learning 03 bts 
terance at all, 

he doing thereof, would be moze pleafant , than 
painfull, ¢ would boing alfo moch proffet to all that ſhould 
read tf,and creat pꝛaiſe to him twoula take it in band, with 
tuft deſert of thankes. 

Erafmus , giupng bim felfe toread ouer all Authors 
Greke and Latin , femeth to haue pꝛeſcribed to bim felfe 
this order of readpng:: that is , fo note out by the Way, thee 
fpeciall pointes: Ali Adagies, all fimilitudes, and all Witte 
fapinges of moſt notable perſonages:aAnd ſo, by ene labour, 
be left to pofteritie, thre notable bokes, ⁊ namelie to his 
Chiliades, M pophthromata andSimilia. Lſkewiſe, ifa god 
udent would bend him felfe to read diligently ouer Tullic,

This diligence to gather cramples ,to gine light and 
vnderſtandyng to god preceptes,is no new inuention , but 
ſpeciallie bledof the bef Authors and oldeſt wꝛiters. Foꝛ 
Ariſtotle bin felfe, as Diog. Laertius peclareth ) when be rriforeles 
hav written that godlie boke of the Topickes , did gather 
out of tories and D2atozs , fo many eramplesas ſilled xv. Commen- 
bakes,onclic to expreffe the rules ofhis Topickes, Theſe Sn) o'* 
tere the Conmrentarics, that Ariftotlc thought fit fo2 bys Cy in Dia 
Topickes: And therfore to ſpeake as 3 thinke , 3 neucr ſaw jeg. Ari - 
petany Commentarie vpon oe Logicke, either in ſtotelis.

to,if eramples out of Plato, and other gad Authors , were 
diligentlie gathered , and aptlie applied onto bis mot pers 
fit preceptes there. And it is notable,that my frende Stur. 
Mius weiteth herein , that there is no peecept in Ariftorles 
Topickes , twberof plentie of erampics be not manifest tn 
Platos woꝛkes. And x hears fay,that an crcellent learned 
man , Tomitanus in Italic, bath erpzetted eucrie fallacion 
in Ariſtotle, with diucrfe eramplesout ofPlato. Wonip 
to God,¥ might once fee , fome Wogthie tudent of Ariftotle 
anv Plato in Cambzige , that wouid iopne in one bake the 
preceptes of the one , with the eramples of the other, Fo 
fuch a labo; , were one fpeciall pece of that woke of Imi⸗ 
tation , tobich J vo withe were gathered together in one 
Golume, ; . 

Cambpige, at my firtt comming thither, but hot at mp 
going away, committed this fault in reading the precepte⸗ 
of Ariftotle without the eramples of other Autho2s: But 
bercin,in my tpme thies men of wozthie memozie,M.Red- 
man, M.Cheke, M.Smith, M.Haddon, M.Wat(on, put 
lo to their beiping handes, ag that bniverfitie, andall tus 
dentes there, as long as learning ſhall laſt, ſhall be bounde 


vnto them, tf that trade in ſtudie be tretwlie folowend, which 


thofe men left behinde them there, 

Wy this fall mention of Cainbjinge, ¥ am carped into 
thee imaginations: firtt, into a fivete remembzance of mp 
tome (pent there: than, intofom carefull thoughts, fo2 the 
greuous alteration that folotwed fone after: laſtlie, into 
much ioy to heare tell, of the Sad recoueric and earneſt fo2s 

wardneg 
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wardnes in all god learning thtre agapne. 

Wo btter theis my thoughts ſomwhat more largelie, 
{were ſomwhat befine my matter, pet not very farre out of 
the way, bycaufe it thall tuboly tend to the gwd encorage- 
ment and right confideration of learning , which is mp 
full purpofe in writing thislitle boke: whereby alfo hall 
well appeare this fentence to be moſt trewe,that oncly god 
men, by their gouernment 3 erample, makebappte times, 
in euery Degree and fate. 


Doctoꝛ Nico.Medcalfe, that honoꝛable father, twas D. Ni. 
Matter of S.lohnes Colledge, when J came thether:A man Medcalf. 


meanelie learnedbimfelfe, but not meanely affcctioned to 
fet forward learning in others. e found that Colledge 
{pending ſcarſe two hundred markes by veare: be left it 
(pending a thoufand markes and moze. Ti bich be pꝛocured, 
not With bis mony, but bp bis wiſdome: not chargeablie 
bought by him, but liberallie geuen by others by bis meane, 
fo2 the seale ¢ honoꝛ they bare to learning. And that which 
is worthy of memoꝛie, all thies givers were almef Noꝛ⸗ 
thennten: tube being libcrallie retwarded in the ferutce of 
their Prince, beſtowed it as liberallie for the gwd of their 
Contrie, Hom men thought therefore, that D.Medcalfe

was parciall to Noꝛtheenmen, but fure Jam of this, that aucicof 


Noꝛthꝛenmẽ were parcial, in doing moze gud, and geuing Aoxtheen 
moꝛe lades to p forderance of learning, than any other cons 5 p,pnes 
trie mé,in thofe dayes, did: which deede ſhould haue bene, ra⸗ Couege. 


ther an example of godnes,foꝛ other to folowe,than matter 
of malice, for any to enuie, as fome there were that bid, 
Trewly, D.Medcalfe twas parciall to none: but indiffes 
rent to all: a matter fo2 the tubole, a father to euery one, in 
that Collenge. There twas none fo poze, if be bad, cither wil 
fo g@dnes,o2 wit to learning,that could lacke being there, 
02 houtodepart from thence fo: any ned. Jam witnes my 
felfe, that mony many tymes twas brought into pong mens 
Tupdies by ttrangers whom they knew not, In which boing, 
This woꝛthy Nicolaus folotucd the feppes of gad oe %.

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Nicolaus, that learned Biſhop. Be was a Papi in eve, 
but weuld to Ood, amonges all bs Pꝛoteſtãts J might once 
fee but one, that would winne like praiſe, in doing like gwd, 
fo the aduauncement of Icarning and bertue. And pet, 
though be were a Papilf, if any pong man, geuen to new 
learning (as they termed it, went beyond bis fellotwes, in 
Witte, labo2, and towardnes, euen the fame, neyther lacks 
ed, open praife toencozage bim, noꝛ pꝛiuate crbibition te 
maintepne bpm, as worthy Syp2 l · Cheke, tf be were aline 
{vould beare gad witnes and fo can many mo. 3% my felfe 
ane of the meaneſt of a great number, in that Colledge, bes 


caufe there appeared in me fom (mall ſhew of towardnes 


and diligence, lacked not bis fauo? to forder me in learning, 

nd being a boy, new Wacheler of arte, 3 chanced as 
monges my compantons to ſpeake againt the Pope : which 
matter twas than tn euery inans mouth,bycaufe ID. Haines 
and D.Skippe twere cum from the Court, to debate the 
fame matter, by preaching and difputation in the vniuerſl⸗ 
tic, This bapned the fame tpme, toben J ſtode to be felow 
there: my taulke came to D. Medcalfes eare : 3 was called 
befoze him and the Seniozcs: and after greuous rebuke, 
€ fome punifhment, open warning was geuen to all the le⸗ 
lowes, none to be fo bardic to geue me bis boice at that e⸗ 
lection, And pet fo all thofe open threates, the godfather 
himſelle p2iutlie procured, that 3 ould euen than be cho⸗ 
fen felow. Wut, the election being done, be made counti> 
nance of great difcontentation thereat. This gadmans 
godnes, andfatherlic diſcretien, vſed towardes me that one 
bay, thall neuer out of mp remembzance all the dapesof mp 
life. And fo; the fame caufe, haue Z put it bere, in this fmall 
reco20 of Icarning. Foꝛ nert Oods prouidence, farely that 
dap, was by that gwd fathers meanes, Dies natalis, tome, 
ſor the whole foundation of the poꝛe learning J haue, and 
ofall the furderance, that betberto elfe there J bane obs 


tepned. 
This bis godnes ſtod not Hill in one 02 tive, but lowed 
aboun⸗ 
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aboundantlie ouer all that Colledge, and bake out alfo to 

 nezithe geod wittes in euery part of that bniuerfitie: toberes 
by, at his departing thence, be left {och a companie of fels 
lowes and ſcholers in S.Iohnes Colledge, as can {carfe be 
found now in fom whole bniucrfitie: which, either fo2 diui⸗ 
nitic, on the one Gide 0; other, 02 for Ciuill ſeruite to their. 
Prince and contric, haue bene, and are pet to this day, no⸗ 
abic oruaments to this whole Realme: Pca S.Iohnes did 
thé ſo flozith, as Trinitie college, that Princely houfe now, 
at the fir evectié, was but Colonia deductaout of S.Ihones, 
not onelie fo2 thetr patter fellowes, and ſcholers, but alfo, 
twhich is moze, fo? their whole, beth order of learning , and 
difcipline of mancrs:¢ yet to this day, it ncucr toke patter 
but uch as twas bred bp befoze in S.lohnes: doing the Delus 
tie ofa god Colonia to her ALetropolis as the auncient Citics 
in Greice and ome pet in Italie, at this dap, are accuttos 
ated to dO, 

S.Iohnes ſtode in this ftate, vntill thofe heuie tymes, 
and that qrenous change that chanced. Ait.1553. whan mo 
pecfite (cholcrs were difperfed from thence in one moneth, 
than many peares can reare bpagaine. Foꝛ,/ whan -4por de 
Sylua had patted the feas, and fatined bis fote againe in r/t.2>. 
England, not oncly the two faire groues of learning in 
England were epther cut dbp, by the rote, 02 troden downe 
fo the ground and wholie went to tozacke, but the yong 
fring there, and euerie there elfc, was pitifullic nipt and 
ouertroden bp very beattes, and alfo the faireft anders of 

all, were roted bp, and caf into the fire, to the great weak⸗ 
ning euen at this day of Chpittes Chirch in Cugland, both 
for %cligion and learning, ; 

And what gad could chance than to the bniuerfitics, 
whan fom of the greateft, though not of the wileſt noz bet 
learned, noz belt men neither of that five, pid labo: to pere 
(wade, that ignorancte was better than knotwlesge, which 
thep ment, not fo3 tie laitic onelic, but alfofo2 the greatelt 
rable of their (piritualtic, what —— pꝛetenle openlie ſo e⸗ 

aly. uer

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uer they mabe: and therefore bin fom of them at Cambzige

opentlie, that be was, felow gad enough fo2 their tyme, it 
be could were a gotone and a tipet cumlie, and baue bys 
crotone ſhoꝛne faire and roundlie, and could turne bis Poꝛ⸗ 
teffe and pie readilie: tubich J (peake not to repoue any 
oꝛder either ofapparcll, oꝛ ether delotie, that may be well 
and inbdifferentiie bled, but to note the miſerie of that time, 
whan the benefites prouined fo2 learning were fo fotvlie 
mifufed, And what was the frute of this {cade? Verely, 
iudgement in doctrine twas wholy altered: order in diſci⸗ 
pline bery fore changed: the loue of god learning, began fi 
benty to war cold: the knotwletge of the tonges (in ſpite o 
fome that therzin bad flozithed) was manifeftlp contemned; 
and fo, p way of right ſtudie purpofely peruertcd: the choice 
of gad autho2s of mallice confotonded, Dive fophittrie (J 
fay not Well) not olde,but that new rotten fopbiftrie began 
to beard and ſholder logicke in ber otone tong:vea, J know, 
that heades were catt together, and counfell deuifed, that 
Duns, toith all the rable of barbarous quettioniftes, ſhould 
haue difpotfetlen of thetr place and rotumes, Ariftotle, Pla- 
to,Tullie, and Demofthenes, when god M.Redman,and 
thofe tivo woꝛthy ſtarres of that oniuerfitic, M.Cheke,and 
M.Smith, with their ſcholers, had bought to florithe as no⸗ 
table in Cambzige,as ever they did in Orece and in Italie: 
ano fo2 the dodrine of thole fowꝛe, the fowꝛe pillers of lear⸗ 
ning, Cambzige than geuing no place to no vniuerũtie, nei⸗ 
ther in France, Spaine, Germanie, noꝛ Italie. Alto in out: 
tward bebautour, than began fimplicitie in apparell, to be 
layd affve: Courtlie galantnes to be taken bp: frugalitie in 
dict twas pꝛiuately miſſiked: Towne going to godcheare 
openly vſed: honeft pattimes, toyned with labor, left of in 
the ficloes:bnthzifty and idle games, haunted corners, and 
occupied the nightes: contention in youth, mo — ſor 
ar⸗ 
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learning: factions in the eloers enerp tubere fo2 trifles, All 
which miferies at length, by Gods prouidence, bad their 
~Jend16, Nouemb. 1558. Since which tyme, the pong 
{pring bath thot bp fo faire, as notw there be in Camboige 
againe, manp godly plantes (as did well appeare.at the 
Queenes Paieklies late being there) which are like to grow 
to mightie great timber,to the bono oflearning, and great 
god of their-contric, if they may Hand their tyne, as the 
beſt plantes there were wont to do: and iffom old dotterell

And here, who focuer hath bene diligent to read abuts 
fedlie ouer, Terence,Seneca,Virgil,Horace,o3 els Arifto- 
phanus Sophocles , Homer, and Pindar, and fhall dili- 
gẽtly marke the Difference they vſe, in pꝛopꝛietie of woꝛdes, 
in korme of fentence , in handlyng of thetr matter, be hall 
eaſelie perceiue, What is fitte and decorum in enerie one , to 
the tretw vſe of perfite Imitation. Clban M.Watfon in &. 
Johns College at Cambzige woote his ercellent Tragedie 
of Abfalon,M.Cheke,be and J, foꝛ that part of trew Imita⸗ 
tion,bad many pleafant talkes togither , in comparing the 
p2eceptes of Ariſtotle and Horace de Arte Poersca, with the 
eramplesof Euripides Sophocles, and Seneca. Few men, 
in writyng of Tragedies tn our dayes, hatie thot at this 
marke. Some in England,moe in France,Germanie,and 
Italie , alfo haus written Tragedies in our tyme : of the 
which, not one Jam fure is able to abyde the trew touch 
of Ariftotles ppeceptes,and Euripides eramples, faue ones 
ly tivo, that ener Iſaw, M.Wations Abfalon,and Geor- 
gius Buckananus Iephthe. Once man in Cambpige, well 
liked of many, but beft liked of bim ſelfe, was many tpmes 
bold and bufie , fo beyng matters bpon ſtages, which be cal 
fed Tragedies. Jn one , wherby he loked te wynne bis 
fpurres , and whereat many ignozant felowes fatt clapped 
their handes, be began the Protaſis with Trochæijs Octona- 
ris: Which kinde of verfe , agit is but ſeldome and rare in 
Tragedi:es, ſo ts ct never bled, ſaue onelte in Cpicaſi: whan 
the Tragedie is hictt and hoteſt, and full of greateſt trou⸗ 
bies, XZ remesmber ful well what M . Watfon merelic fayd 
vnto me of bis blindneſſe and boldnes in that bebalfe als

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Whe Latin tong, concerning any part of pureneſſe of 
it, from the ſpring, to the decay of the fame, did not endure 
moch longer, than is the life ofa well aged man, ſcarſe ons 
hund2ed peares from the tyme of the laft Scipio Africanus 
and Lzlius, tothe €mpire of Auguftus. Andit is notable, 
that Vellesus Paterculus witeth of Tullic, bow that tye pers 
fecion of eloquence did fo remayne onclie in bint and in bis 
time, as befoze him, were few, which might moch delight a 
man, oꝛ after him any, woꝛthy admiration but foch as Tul- 
lic might baue feenc, and fuch as might bane feene Tullie. 
And god cauſe tolyy: for no perfection is curable, Encreale 
hatha timc,¢ decay likewiſe, but all perfit ripeneffe remai⸗ 
netl but a momẽt:as is plataly fen tn fruits, plammes and 
cherries:but moze ſenſibly in flowers, as Roſes e fuch like, 
and pet as trewlie in all greater matters, Foꝛ what natu⸗ 
rallie, can go no bicr,muft naturallie veld ¢ ſtoupe againe. 

Df this thozt tyne ofany pureneffe of the Latin tong, 
fo2 the firſt fortie peare of it, and all the tyme befozc, tue 
haue no pecce of learning left, faue Plautus and Terence, 
witha litle rude bnperfit pamflet of the elder Cato. Andas 
fo2 Plaurus, ercept the (cholemafter be able to make wife 
and ware choice, firft in propzictic of woꝛdes than in fras 
ming of Phraſes and fentences, and chicflie in choice of hos 
neſtie of matter,your (choler were better to play, thé learne 
allthat ts in bim. Wut ſurelie, if iudgement for the fong, 
and direction fo2 the maners, be wiſelx foyned with the dis 
ligent reading of Plautus, than tretwlic Plautus, ſoꝛ that | 
purencife of the Latin tong in Home, whan Kome did molt 
floꝛiſh in well dotng, and fo thereby, in well fpcaking alfo, 
is foch a plentifull Morchofe, for common eloquence, tn 
meane matters, and all priuate mens affaires, as the Las 
tin tong, for that refpeet, bath not the like agayne.

Terence ts alfo a ſtoꝛehouſe of the ſame tong, for ano»

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ther tyme, follotving fone after,¢ although be be not fo full 
e plentiful as Plautus ts,foz multitude of matters, € Diners 
fitie of toozbdes, pet bis wozdes,be chofen ſo purelie , placed 
fo oꝛderly, and all bis ſtutte fo neetlic packed bp,and wittely 
compalſſedi in euerie place, as, by all wife mens iudgement, 
be ts counted the cunninger workeman, and to haus bis 
Sop, fo2 (he rovme that isin it, moze finelp appointed, ana 
trimlier ordered, thai Plautus ts, 
gre thinges chieſle, both in Plautus and Terence,are 
J tobe ſpecially conſidered The matter, the vtterance, the 
worods, the meter. The matter in both, is altogether with⸗ 
tn the compatfe of the meaneſt mens maners, anddothnot - 
fretch to any thing of any great weight at all, but ſtandeth 
chiefly in btterpng the thoughtes and conditions of bars 
fathers, folith mothers, vnthrifty yong men, craftie fere 
uantes, (ctle bawdes, and wilie barlots, and fo, is mock 
fpent, in finding out fine fetches, and packing dp pelting 
mattcrs, foch as in London commonlie cum tothe bearing 
ofthe Watters of Bꝛidewell. Pere is bale tuffe fo that 
ſcholer, that thould be cum hereafter , either a god minites 
in Religion, oꝛ a Ciuill Jentleman in feruice of bis ince 
and contrie: ercept the preacher do know (och matters to 
confute them, whan ignozance ſurelie in all foch thinges 
were better fo2 a Ciuill Jentleman, than knowlege. And 
thus, for matter, both Plautus and Terence, be like meane 
painters, that woꝛke by balfcs, and be cunning onelie, in 
making the work part of the picure, as ifone tere fhilfull 
in painting tie bodice of anaked perſon, from the naucll 
potunivard,but nothing elle, 

Fo2 word and ſpeach, Plautus is move plentiful, and 
Terence moꝛe pure and proper ; And fo2 onc refped, Te- 
rence is fo be embꝛaced aboue all that euer wrote in bys 
Rind? of argument: Wicauie tt is well known, by god res 
£0202 of learning, andtyat bp Cicerocs olune witnes that 
ſome Conedies bearyng Terence name, were written by 
Wo}Zthy Scipio, and wile Lilius, and namely Heauton-and

even that milde cloquent twife (peach, which Cicero in 
Brutus both fe lively expꝛeſſe in Lzlius. And yet neuerthes 
leffe, in all this god pꝛopꝛietie of woꝛdes, and purenefic of 
phꝛaſes which bein Terence, ye muff not follou bim al- 
wayes in placing of them, bicaufe for the meter fake, fome 
woꝛrdes in him , fomtpme, be dziuen awrie, which require 
a ftraighter placing in plaine p2ofe, if ye twill foxme, as J 
would pe thould bo, pour {peach and toziting,to that ercels 
lent perfitneffe, tobich was oncly in Tullic, 02 onelie in 
Tullies tyme, 

The meter and berfe of Plautus and Terence be verie 
meane, and not to be followed: which is not their reproch, 
but the fault of the tyme, wherein they wrote, whan no 
kinde of Poctrie, in the Hatin tong, was bought te pers 
fection, as doth well appeare in the fragmentesof Ennius, 
Cerilius, and others, and euidenlie in Plautus € Terence, 
if thics in Latin be compared with right (hil, with Homer, 
Euripides, Ariftophanes, and other tn Orecke of like ſort. 
Cicero him felfe doth complatne of this bnperfitnes, but 
moze plainly Quintilian faping,i2 Comedia maximè clau- 
dicamus, et vix lencm confequimur vinbram: and mot cars 
neftly of all Horace in Aite Poetica, which be doth namely 
propter carmen lambicum, and referreth all god ttudentes 
berein to the Imitation of the Crꝛeeke tong, ſaving.

Whis matter maketh me gladly remember, my fiwecte 
tyme {pent at Cambzigc, and the plealant taike which J 
, bad

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bavoft with M.Cheke, and M-Wat(on, of this fault, not 
onely in the olde Latin Poets, but alfo in our new Engliſh 
Rymers at this day, Whep wilhed as Virgil and Horace 
were not wedded tofollow the faultes of fozmer fathers (a 
[suo mariage in greater matters) but by right / mitation 
of the perfit Greciãs, had brought Poctric to perſitneſſe als 
fo in the Latin tong, that we Cnglimen likewiſe would 
acknowledge and vnderſtand rightfully our rude beggerly 
ryming, brought firſt into Ztalie bp Gothes and Hunnes, 
Whan all god berics andall gwd learning to, were deſtroyd 
by them: and after carped into France and Germanic: and 
at laft recepucd into England by men of excellent wit in 
pede, but of fmall learning, and lee tudgement in that 
palfe. 

‘ut notw, toben men know the difference, and baus 
the eranrptes, both of the bett, andof the wort, furclie, te 

“follow rather the Gothes in Ryming, than the Oreckes in 
trew verſilivng, were euen to eate ackoznes with ſwyne, 
when we may kreely cate wheate bread emonges men. In 
Dede, Chauſer, Th.Norton, of Bꝛiſtow, my iL. of Surrey, 
M. Wiat, Th.Phaer,andother Jentlemen, in trandating 
Ouide, Palingenius, andSeneca, haue gone as farre to 
their great p2aife, as the copie they follotvcd couto carp 
them, but, iffoch gad twittes, and forward diligence, bad 
bene directed to follot the beſt eramples, and not hauc bene 
carped by tyme and cuftome , to content themſelues with 
that barbarous and rude Ryming, emonges their other 
worthy praifes, which they haue iuſtly deſerued, thishad 
not bene the leaff, tobe counted emonges men of learning 
and (kill, moze like vnto the Orecians, than bntothe Go⸗ 
thians, in handling of their berfe, 

In deed, our Cnglith tong, hauing in ble chietly, wordes 
ofone (pllable which commonly be long, doth not well ree 
ceine the nature of Carmen Heroicum, bicaule dastylus, the 
aptett fote fo2 that berfc,citcining one long ¢ two thozt, is 
feldam thercfoze found in Engliſh: and doth allo rather

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ftumble than Band vpon Monaſyllabis. Quintilian in bys 
learned Chapiter de Compofitione geucth thisteffon de Mo- 
nafytabis, before me: and in the fame place doth iuftlic ins 
uep againt all Ryming, that if there be any, tho be angric 
with me, lor miftking of Kyming, may be angry fo? come 
pany fo, with Quintilian alfo, fo, the fame thing: And pet 
Quintilian had not Co iuft cauſe to miſlilie of it than,asmé 
haue at this day. 

And although Carmen Exametrum doth rather trotte 
and boble , than runne ſmothly in our Engliſh tong, yet J 
am fure,our Engliſh tong will receiue carmen Iambicum as 
naturallie , as either Grekeo2 Latin. But fo2 ignezance, 
men ca not like, ⁊ fo2 tolenes, men twill not labo2,to cum to 
any perfitenes at all. Foꝛ, as the woꝛthie Portes in Athens 
and Rome , were moze carcfull to fatiffie the iudgement of 
one learned, than rahe in pleafing the humor of a rude mul⸗ 
titude, euen fo if menin England now , hadthe like renes 
rend regard tolearning {kill and tudgenient , and durſt not 
prelume to write, crcept they came with the like learnpng, 
and alfo did bfe like Diligence , in ſearchyng ont, not onelie 
iuſt meafure in cuerie mcter,as euerie ignozant perfon map 
ealelp do, but alfo trew quantitie in cucry fote and fillable, 
as onelie the learned (halbe able todo , andas the Grekes 
and Romances were wont to de, ſurelie than rath ignozant 
beads, which now can ealely recken bp fourten fllabes,and 
eafelie fumble on cucrp Ryme , cither durſt not,fo2 lacke 
of fuch learnyng: 02 els would not , in auopding fucl laboꝛ, 


GF be fo bufie,as cucrie where they be: and ſhoppes in London 


Mould not be fo fult of lewdand rude rpmes, as commonlie 
thepare. But nolw,the ripett of tong,be readieſt to write: 
‘And manp daply in ſetting out bakes and balcttes make 
great ſhew of blofomes and buddes, in whom is neither, 
rote of learnyng, noꝛ frute of wiſedome at all. Some that 
make Chaucer in Engliſh and Petrach in Italian, their 
Gods in berfes,and pet be not able to make trew difference, 
that is a fault,and what is a tuft ppayfe , in thole re wor⸗

men beeuen like followers of Chaucer and Petrarke, as

. This millikyng of Ryming,beginneth not now of any 
nelofangle fngularitie but bath bene long miflikes of ma⸗ 

hy, and that of men, of greateſt learnyng, and deepeſt iudges - 
mét.And foch,that defend it,do fo , citber foꝛ lacke of know⸗ 

ledge what is beft,o2 els of verie cnute, that any ſhould pers 

foome that in learnyng , tobercante they, as 3 ſayd befoze, 

either fo2 ignozance,can not, 02 fo2 idlenes twill not,labo2 to 
attaine bnto. 

And pou that pꝛayſe this Ryming , bicaule ye neither 

baue reafon, toby to like it no2 can ſhew learning to defend 

it, pct J twill belpe you , with the authozitie of the oldeſt and 
lcarneni tyme. In Grece, whan Poetrie twas euen as the 

biett pitch of perfitnes,one Simmias Rhodius of a certains 
Gngularitie mote a bake in ryming Greke verfes, naming 

it «cv, contepning the fable , how Iupiter in likenes ofa 

Swan, gat that egge bpon Leda , whereof came Caftor,Pol- 

lux andfaire Elena. This boke was fo liken, that it bad fey 

to read it, but nene to folow it: But was prefentlic contems 
ned:and fone after, both Autho2 andbake , fo ſorgotten by 

men, and conſumed by tyne, as fcarfe the name of either is 

kept in memopic oflcarnpng : And the like folic was never 
folowed of any, many hondzed peares after vntill  Hunnes 

and Gothians , and other barbarous nations , of ignozance 

and rude ſingularitie, did reuiue the fame folie agayne.

Andalitleto bag with 

you Cicero, there you your felfe , by your leaue,halted i tn 

fome point of learnyng in pour otone tong , many in Eng⸗ 

land at this dap go freight vp, both in trewe (kill, and right 

boing therein. 

This J write, not to reprehend Tullic, whom, aboue 
all other, J like and lone belt, but to extuſe Terence, bes 
caufe in bis tyme, anda ged while after, Poetrie was nes 
uer perfited in Latin, vntill bp trew /:t.atson of the Orects 
ans, tt was at length bzought to perfection: And alfo theres 
by to exhoꝛte the goovlte wittes of England, which apte by 
nature, ¢ willing by defire, gene the (clues to Poetrie,that 
they, rightly bnderfanding the barbarous bringing in of 
Rymes, would laboꝛ, as Virgil and Horace did in Latin, 
tomake perfit alfo this point of learning, in our Engliſh 
tong. 

And thus much fo: Plautus and Terence, fo2 matter, 
' tong, and meter, what is to be followed,and what to be * 
chewed in them. 

After Plautus and Terence , no wꝛiting remayneth tne 
till Tullies tpme,ercept a fewe chort fragmentes of L.Craf- 
fus ercellent twit , bere andtbere recited of Cicero fo2 ers 
ample fake, tobereby the louers oflearnpng map the moze 
lament the loffe of foch a woꝛthit witte. 

And although the Latin tong didfaire blome and bloſ⸗ 
fome tn L.Craflus, and M.Antonius, pet in Tullies tome 
onely, and in Tullic bimfclfe chicflic, was the Latin tong 
fullie cipe, and grotone to the hieſt pitch of all perfection, 

Andyet in the fame tyme, it began to fade and ſtoupe, 
as Tullie himfelfe,in Brutus de Claris Oratoribus, with wees 
ping wordes doth witneſſe. 

And bicaufe, emongs them of that tyme, there was fome 
difference, gad reaſon is, that of them of that tyme, —

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be mabe right choice alſo. And pet let the beſt Ciceronian 
in Italie read Tullies familiar epiftles adutfcolp ouer, and 
¥ belcue he ſhall finde final differcnee, for the Latin tong, 
rithcr in propsicty of woꝛdes 02 framing of the tile, bet wirt 
Tullic,and thoſe that tozite bnto him. As (er. Sulpitius,a. 
Cecinna, M.Calius, M.et D. Bruti, A. Pollia,L.Plaucus, 
and diuerle other: read tie epiſtles of L.Plaucus in x.Lib, 
and fo; an aſſap, that Cpiftle namely to the Coff. and whole 
Senate, the eight Cpiftle in number, and what could be, 
epther moze eloquentlic, 02 moze wiſelie wꝛitten, pea by 
Tullic himfelfe, aman may iuſtly doubt. Thies men and 
Tullic, liuedall tn one tyme, Were like in authozitie, not 
bnilike in learning and fudie, which might be tuft caufes of 
this their cqualitie in witing: And vet ſurely, they nepther 
were in deed, no2 pet were counted in mens opinions, equall 
With Tullic tn that facultie. And how isthe difference hid 
in bis Cpiftlce: verclie, as the cunning ofan erpert Sea 
mat, in a faire calme froth Rypuer, doth litle dicker from the 
Doing ofa meaner woꝛkman therein, cuen fo, tn the tort 
cut of a pꝛiuate lett<r, tubere, matter is conimon, woꝛdes 
cate, and oder not moch diuerfe, finall thet of difference 
can appeare, But where Tullic doth fet bp his ſaile of elas 
guence,in fome b2oad deep Argument/ caricd with fall tyde 
and (inde of bic witte and learnyng, all other may rather 
ſtand and loke after him, than hope to cucrtake bint, that 
courfe ſo cucr be hold, either tn fatre 02 foule, Foure men 
onely whan the Latin tong was fullripe , beleft vnto bs, 
who in that tyme did Alo rif) , and Did leaue to poſteritie, the 
fruite of their witte and learning: Varro,Salutt, Cæſar, and 
Cicero.CAhan J fap, thele foure onelx, Jam not ignoꝛant, 
that cucn tn thefame temic, mof erccllent Poctes , defers 
wing tell of the Latin tong, as Lucretius, Cattullus,Vir- 
gilland Horace, did waite: ut, bicaufe, un this litle bake, 
Jpurpoſe to teach a pong ſcholer, to go, not to Daunce : to 
fpeake , not to fitz, (wan Poetes tn ded, namelie Epici 
and Lyrici,as theſe be, are ſine Dauncers,and trime fingers, 
Sy. but 
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but Orarores and Hiſtorici be thofe cumlie goers, and faire 
and wile {peakers , of whom J toifhe my (choler to wayte 
vpon firtt,and after in god oꝛder, deto tyme, fo be bꝛougbt 
fozth,to the finging and dauncing ſchole: And fo2 this conf. 
deration, do J name thefe foure , to be the onelic twziters of 
that tyme,

Varro,inbis bakes de lingua Latina,et Analogia as thefe 
be left mangled and patched vnto bs, doth not enter there in 
to any great depth of cloquence,but as one caried ina finall 
lol veſſell him felfe berie nie the common fhoze , not much 
bnilike the fither mé of Kye , and Dering men of Zarmouth. 
Who deferue by common mens opinion , {mall commendas 
cien,fo2 any cunning faling at all pet nevertheles in thofe 
bokes of Varro geod and neceffarie ttuffe , foz that meane 
kinde lala cil be verie well andlearnedlic gathered 


— of Bafbandzic,are moch fo be regarded, and 


biligentlie to be reav,not onelie for the proprietie , but alſo 


fo2 the plentie of geod woꝛdes, in all contrep and huſband⸗ 
mens affatres:iubich can not behav, by fo god authoeritie, 
out of any other Authoꝛ, either of fo cada tyne , 02 of fo 
great learnyng, asout of Varro. And pet bicaufe,be was 
fourefcoze peare old, toban be wꝛote thofe bakes , the ſoꝛme 
ofhis fple there compared With Tullies wꝛityng, is but 
even the talke of a fpent old man : whofe woꝛdes common: 
lie fall out of his mouth, though berie wiſelie, vet hardly and 
coldlie,and moꝛe heauelie alfo , than fome eares can well 
beare,ercept onelie fozage,and authozities fake. And pers 
chance,in a rude contrep argument , of purpofe and tudges 
ment,be rather bfed,the {peach of the contrey , than talke of 
the Citte. 

And fo,fo2 matter fake, his wordes fometyme be fomes 
fohat rude : and by the imitation ofthe elder Cato , old and 
out of bf::And beyng depe fept nage, by negligence fome 

wordes 
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woꝛdes do fo (cape ¢ fall from him in thofe bokes,as be not 
woꝛth the taking bp , by him, that is carefullto ſpeake oꝛ 
write trew Latin,as that Centence in him, Romans , in pace 
arusticis alebantur,et in bello ab bis tucbantur. A god ftudent 
mutt be therfoze carefull and diligent , toread with iudge⸗ 
ment oucr cuen thoſe Authozs, which did weite in the mot 
perfite tyme:and Ict bim not be affrapd to trie them, both in 
p2opzictic of woꝛdes, and forme of fplc,by the touch Tone of 
Czfarand Cicero , tubofe puritie twas neuer foiled , no not 
by the fentence of thofe, that loued them worſt. 

All louers of learnyng may ſoꝛe lament the loffe of thofe 


bokes of Varro , twhich be wrote in his yong and luſtie . 


peares, with goodlepfare ,and great learnyng of all partes 
of Pbhilofophic:of the goodliet argumentes,pertcpning both 
fo the cominon wealth,and priuate life of man, as, de Ratio- 
ne Study ,et educandss lsberis Which booke , is oft recited , and 
moch pꝛayſed, in the fragmentes of Nonius, euen fo authos 
riti¢fake. We wꝛote mek diligentlie and largelie , allo the 
whole hiſtoꝛie of the fate of Rome : the myſteries of their 
whole Religion : their lawes, cuftomes, and goucrnement 
in peace:their maners,and tubole difcipline in warre : And 
this isnot mp geſſing, asone in deed that neuer ſaw thoſe 
bookes,but eucn,the bericiudgement , ¢ playne teftimonie 
of Tullic him felfc, who knew ¢ read thofe bookes , in thefe 
woꝛdes:Tu etatem Patrie:Tu defcriptiones temporum:T u fa- 
crorum tu facerdotum Iura: Tu domesticam ,tubcilicam diſci- 
plinam: Tu fedem Regionum , locorum , tu omnium diuinarum 
humayarumg, rerũ nomina,genera oſficia, cauſas aperuiſti &c. 
Wut this great loſſe of Varro,isalitle recompented by 
the happy comming of Dionyſius Halicarnafens to Rome in 
Auguttus dapes:fobo getting the poſſeſſion of Varros libꝛa⸗ 
rie,out cf that treafure boufe of learning , dinlcauc vnto bs 
fome frute of Varros Witte and diligence, J meanc,bis good 
lie bookes de ef ntiqnitatibus Remncrum. Varro twas fo 
eiccincd foꝛ bis excellent learnyng. as Tullie him ſelfe had a 
reuerence to his iudgement in all doutes of learnyng. Ano 
i i je. “Ane, 
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+ Cic.ad Antonius Triumuir, his enemie , and of a contraric faction, 
Att. twho bad power to kill andbannify tobom be lifted , whan 
: Varros name amongeft others was brought ina ſchedule 
vnto bint,to be noted to death, be tooke bis penne and wrote 
bis warrant of (auegard with thefe moſt goodlie wo2des, 
Viuat Varro vir doctiſimus. In later tyme, no man knew 
better,no2 liked and loued moze Varros learnpng, than dio 
S.Auguftine,as they de tucll vnderſtand, that haue diligent 
lic read oner bis learnen bookes de Cisitare Dei: Where be 
bath this moft notable entice: aban 3 fe, bow much Var- 
ro Wrote , J meruell much, that eucr be had any leafure to 
read sand whan J perceiue how many thinges be read , J 
meruell moze, that eucr he badany leafurc to tuzite.¢c. 
Anodlurelie,if Varros bookes had remained to pofteris 
tie,as by Gods pꝛouidence, the moſt part of Tullies did, than 
tretolie the Latin tong might haue made good comparifon 
With the Greke.

Saluf. Saluft, isa wife and worthy Wwziter: but he requireth a 
learned Reader, anda right confiverer of him. Py dearck 
frend, and belt matter that ever J had 82 beard in learning, 

Spr Joyn Dyp2 1.Cheke,foch a man, as if ¥ ſhould liue to fe England 

Oe bꝛed the like againe, Jfeare, J ſhould liue oucrlong, did 

aibcoun: once geue me a leffon foz Saluit, tohich,as J fhall neucr kor⸗ 

{cliforreas get myſclfe, ſo is it worthy to be remembꝛed of all thofe, 

beng ie that woulocum to perfitciudgement ofthe Latin tong. Be 

fee (aid, that Salut was not berte fitte for pong men, to learne 
out of him, the puritic of the Latin tong: becaufe, be was 
not the pureft in proppictte of woꝛdes, noꝛ choiſeſt in aptnes 
of phraſes, noꝛ the belt in framing of ſentences: and theres 
foxe ts his weiting, ſayd be ne pther plaine fo the matter, 
no: fenfitle for mens vnderſtanding. And what is the carte 
thereof, Sp2, quoth J. Gerilte fain he, bicauſe in Salutt 
tur iting, is moze Arte than nature, and moze labo? thar 
Arte: and in bis labo: alfo, te moch toyle, asit were, with 
an 
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anbncontented care to waꝛite better than be could, a fault 
common to bery many men, And therefore be doth not ers 
pꝛeſſe the matter liuelp and naturally with common {peach 
as pe fe Xenophon doth in Oreeke, but it ts caried and drzi⸗ 
tien forth artifictallic, after to learned a ſoꝛte, as Thucydi- 
des both in bis oꝛations. And how cummeth it to paſſe, fapd 
3, that Cæſar and Cicerves talke, isfonaturall ¢€ plaine, 
and Saluit tuziting fo artificiall and Darke, whan all they 
three liued in one tymezy Will freelie tell pou my fanſie Heres 
in, faid be: furely, Cæſar and Cicero, befide a Gngular pe- 
rogatiue of naturall eloquence geuen bnto them by Gov, 
both two, bp ble oflifc, tucre daylie oꝛatoꝛs emonges the 
common people, and greateſt councellers in the Senate 
boufe: and therefore gaue themfelucs to vſe foch {peach as 
the meaneft ſhould well vnderſtand, andthe wile beft alp 
low: fololwing carefullie that gwd councell of Ariftotle, /o- 
quendum vt multi, ſapiendum vt panci. Saluft was no ſoch 
man, nepther fo2 twill to godnes, no2 hill by learning: but 
ill geuen by nature, and made worſe by byinging bp, {pent 
the moft part of bis yougth berp mifozverlp in rpot and le⸗ 
chery. In the company of (och, tubo, neuer geuing they⸗ 
mynde to honeſt doyng, could neucr inure their tong to 
tile peaking, But at lak commyng to better pearcs, and 
bying witte at the deareſt band, that is, by long erperience 
of the burt and ſhame that cummeth of mifcheif, moued, by 
the councell of them that were wiſe, and caricdbp the ers 
ample of foch as were gwd, fir fellto honeſtie of life, and 
after to the loue of ſtudie and learning: and ſo became fo 
new aman, that Cæſar being dictatoz, made bim Pꝛetor in 
Numidia, where be abfent from bis contrie,and not inurea 
With the common talke of Rome, but thut bp in bis ſtudie, 
and bent twbolp to reading, did weite the opie of the Kos 
manes, And fo2 the better accompliſhing of the fame, be red 
Catoand Pifo in Latin ſoꝛ gathcring of matter and troth: 
and Thucydides in @recke fo the oꝛder of bis fozte, and 
furntthing of bis ſtyle. Cato Gs bis tyme required) bad 
at ‘ moze 
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mope froth fc2 the matter, than eloquence fo3 the ſtyle. And 
fo Salutt, by gathering troth out of Caro, ſintlleth mocy of 
the roughnes of bis Xy le: cucn asa man that cateth garlike 
fo2 bith, fall cary away Wwith hun the ſauor of ti alto, hes 
ther be Will oꝛ rot, And yet the vſe of old wordes ts not the 
greareft caufe of Saluſtes rouqhnes aud darknefle : There 
be int Saluft (ome old wordes in dad as / atrare belumducl aq 
re exercitum, well noted by Quintilian aud serie much mil 
liked of him: and /upplicsums ſoꝛ /upplicatio, a word ‘mi llyng 
ofan older Moze , than the other two ſo mehked by Quint: 
And pet is that word alſo in Varro, {peaking of Oren thas, 
bones ad victimas factuntatg, ad Deorum ſupplicia anda few 
old tyo2des mo. Read Saluſte and Tullic aduifedlp togethers 
andin wordes ye hall finde {mall differences pea Saluft fs 
moze geuen fo new wordes, than to olde, though fom olde 
wꝛiters fap the contrarie: as, Clarstudofo2 Gloria: exactè fog 
perfette: Facundia for eloquentia. Thies two laſt woes 
exacte and facundia now in euery mans mouth, be never 
(as J do remember) vſedof Tullic, ano therefoze J thinke 
they be not gad: 02 furelp Tullic {peaking cucry where fo 
moch ofthe matter of eloquence, would not fo pꝛeciſely 
bauc abftepned from the worde Facundia, if it had bene ged: 
that is proper fo2 the tong , ¢ common fc2 mens vle.¥ could 
be long, in reciting many foch ike, both olde ¢ new wordes 
in Saluft: but in very dede nepther olbnes noz newneſſe of 
wordes maketh the greateſt difference bet wixt Saluft and 
Tullic, but fir ſtrange phꝛaſes made of god Latin wordes, 
but framedafter the Oreeke tonge, which be nepther choiſ⸗ 
ly bozotwcd of them, 02 properly bfed by him: than, a hard 
compofition and craked framing of bis wordes and fentens 
ccs, 08 aman Wouldfay, Engliſh talke placed andframed 
outlandiſh like, As for erample firk in phꝛaſes, ninsins ct 
anunis, be two bled two2des, pet homonimius animi,is an 
bnufed phrafe. Vislyus,er amar es fieri, be as common and 
well known wordes as may be in the Latinteng, pet sd 
quod vulya amat fieri, top folct fiers , is hut a range and gre⸗ 
ki 
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ith kinde of writing. Ingens er vires be pꝛoper woꝛdes, pet 
vir ingens virium is an vnproper kinde of (peaking and ſo be 
liketwife,

and many ſoch like phraſes in Saluſt, boꝛowed as 3 fayd 
not choilly out of Greeke, and bled therefore vnproperlie tn 
Latin. Againe, in twhole fentences, where the matter ts 
god, the wordes proper and plaine, pet the ſenſe is haro and 
barke, and namely int bis pzefaces and ozation, wherein be 
ied mot labor, which fault is likewiſe in Thucydides in 
Greeke, of thom Salut hath taken the greatet part of bis 
Darkencffe. F102 Thucydides likewiſe twzotc his ſtorie, not 
at bome in Grece, but abode in Italie, and therefoze ſmel⸗ 
leth of a certaine outlandith kinde oftalke, range to them 
of Athens, and diuerſe from their tuziting, that lined in 
Athens and Grece, and tweote the fame tyme that Thucy- 
dides bid, as Lyfias , Xenophon, Plato, and Ifocrates, 
the pureft and playnett writers, that cuer wꝛote in anp 
totig , and bet examples foz any man to follow whether be 
weite, Latin, Italian, French, oz Cnglith. Thucydides 
alfofemeti in bis writing not fo much benefited by nature, 
asholpenby arte, andcaricdfo2th by defire, ſtudie, labo, 
tople, andoucr great curtefitic : wo (pent xxvii. peares int 
Writing his cigat Lakes of his hiſtory. Saluſt liketwife weote 
out of b:s centrie, aud ſol:owed the faulies of Thuc. to 
moch: and bozo wet) of bim font kinde of weiting, Which the 
Latin tong cannot well beare, as Caſus nommatiuus in di⸗ 
uerſe places 2b/olute pofitus asin that place of /ngurrh, (pea: 
king de lepritanes, ttag, ab imperatore facile que petebant adep- 
ti, miſæ fent eò coborees ligurſum quatnor « This thing tn pars 
tici: les, vſed fo oft in Thucyd. andother Craiie authors 
to, may better be boone wth all, but Saluft vſeth the fame 
morc ſtrangclic andboldlic, asin thies woꝛdes, ALers ſibi 
ZY. gittsy I, 
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quiſq; imperium petentibus. Ibeleue, the bet Orammarien 
in England can (carfe gue a gow reule, why 9i/2, the nos 
minatiue cafe, without any verbe,is fo thou bp amongelt 
fo many oblique cafes.Some man perchance twill ſmile, and 
laugh te ſcoꝛne this my writyng, and call it tole curichtic, 
thus tobufic my ſelle in pickling about theſe fmall pointes 
of Orammer,not fitte foz my age,place and calling, to trifle 
in: Jtruſt that man,be be neuer fo great tn authozitte , nes 
uer fo Wife and learned, either, by other mens iudgement, or 
bis owne opinion, will pet thinke , that be is not greater in 
Cngland,than Tullic was at Rome ,no2 pet wifer, no: bets 
ter learned than Tullie was him ſelfe, who, at the pitch of 
three fcoze peares,in the middes of the bꝛoyle betiwirt Cæſar 
and Pompcic, whan be knew not , whether to fend twife 
ge childzen, which way to go, tubere to bine him felfc, pet, in 
an earnttt letter , amongeft bis earneſt councelles fo: thofe 
heute tymes concerning both the common fate of bis con: 
trep , and his owne pziuate great affaires be twas neither 
vnmyndkull noꝛ aſhamed to reafon at large , and learne 
gladlie of Atticus alefe point of Grammer than thefe be, 
noted of me tn Saluft , as, whether be (hould wꝛite, d Piræ- 
E.ui, in Prreca,Oz in Pirecum, 03 Psrecum fine prapofitione: ANB 
in thofe beute tymes, he twas fo carcfull to know this fmall 
point of Grammer , that be addeth thefe wordes Si Loc mihi 
2ntvua perfelucris,magna me moleſtia liberaris. HE Tullie, at 
that age, in that authogitic , in that care fo2 vis contrey , in 
thut tcoperdie for him felfc, and ertrente neceMitie ofhys 
deareſt frendes, bepng alfo the Prince of Cloquence hym 
felfc , wasnot athamed to deſcend to thefe low pointes of 
Crammer, in bis owne naturalltong , what ſhould {cholers 
do, pea inhat fhould any man do, tf be do thinke welldopng, 
better thanill doypng : And hadrather be, perfite than 
meane fare than doutefull,to be what be ſhould be, in ded, 
not feeme what be ts not, in opinion. We that maketh perfits 
nesin the Latin tong bis marke , muft cume to it by choice 
tecrtaine knowledge , not fumble vpon it by chance and 
routs

Cæſar for that litle of bim,that is left onto vs, is like the 
balfe face ofa Venus,the other part of the bead bepng hid⸗ 
Den, the bodie and the ref of the members bnbegon , pet fo 
ercellentlie done by Apelics ,asall men may and fill to 
mafe and mufe bpon if , and no man ep forth with any 
hope to perfozme the like. 

Wis feuen bokes de bello Gallico, and thꝛee de bello Ciuili, 
be topitten,fo wilelie fo3 the matter , fo eloquentlie fo2 the 
tong , that neither bis greateit enemies coulo euer finde the 
leaſt note of parcialitie in bim (a meruelous wiſdome ofa 
man namely weityng of bis atone doynges noꝛ pet the belt 
ludegers of the Latin tong, no2 the moſt enuious lookers 
bpon other més tyzitynges,can fay any other, best all things 
be moſt perfitclie done by bint, 

Brutus , Caluus , andCalidius, pho found fault 
with Tullies fulnes in woordes and matter , and that 
rightlie , foz Tullie pid both , confelle it , and mend it , pet 
in Cafar , they neither bid 9 N02 could linde the like oꝛ any 
ot her fault. 

And therfore thus iuſtlie J may conclude of Ca(ar,that 
twbere, in all ofher,the beſt that ener tote, in any tpme,oz 
in any tong,in Grekeo? Latin, 3 ercept nettber Plato,De- 
moilthenes,no3 Tullie,fome fault is iuſtlie noted, in Czfar 


onelic,could neucr pet fault be found.

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Vet neuertheles , for all this perfite ercellencic in 
bim, pet it is but in one member of clequence and 
that but of one fide netther, whan we mut
